Applicant respectfully points out that the present application (10/61 1 ,625) 
is a divisional application. The original parent application, now issued as

US6,833,982, was subjected to a restriction requirement. The apparatus claims 
were chosen for prosecution in the original application. The apparatus claimed in 
the issued patent are illustrated in Figs. 2a, 2b, 3a, 3b, 4a, 4b, and 7. In the 
present application, the claims are directed to the method. Figure 8 illustrates 
the method. In the present application there is only one independent claim (claim 
25); while the additional claims (26-46) are dependent on claim 25. 

Therefore, in the present application, Applicant selects claims 25-46 
(illustrated in Fig. 8) for examination.
